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SAIGON (AP) — U.S. mili­ 
tary headquarters today an­ 
nounced two new major ground 
sweeps — including the biggest 
operation so far by Australian 
forces in Vietnam — aimed at 
steadily increasing the pressure 
on Communist units. 
The U.S. command said 19 
ground actions are currently 
under way seeking out Commu­ 
nist units from the highlands to 
the marshes of the Mekong Del­ 
ta. But only scattered contact 
was reported, with 60 to 65 of j Viet 
the enemy killed. 
The U.S. command also said 
the Australian guided • missile 
cruiser Hobart, which joined 
allied forces off tile coast last 
Friday, shelled a Viet Cong as­ 
sembly point below Quang Tri 
City. It was the first offshore 
bombardment'by an Australian 
ship in the Vietnamese war. 
The biggest U.S. ground oper­ 
ation of the war, Operation 
Junction City in Tay Ninh Prov­ 
ince near Cambodia, continued 
to run into significant numbers 
of Viet Cong troops in the area 
where a Red regiment lost at 
least 581 men last Friday and 


Cong units were still fleeing the 
area of the major battle, and 
U.S. forces were fanning out to 
catch them. 
The Australian ground sweep 
iu coastal Phuoc Tuy Province 
began March 21 but was kept 
under security wraps until Mon­ 
day. It numbers perhaps 4,000 
meu, 
including U.S. 
soldiers 
under Australian command. 
The operation, called Portsea, 
is aimed at clearing an area 
long under the control of the 
Cong and is intended to 
open local roads so peasants 
can reach the district market 
without harassment. 
At the same time the Austra­ 
lians moved out, more than I,-

Airborne Division's 1st Brigade 
swept into the coastal mountain 
area of Phu Yen and Khanh Hoa 
Provinces in Operation Sum- 
merail.

Airport Fund Responsibly 
Handed Back To Board 


A six-point letter, presented 
today to the Pickaway County 
Commissioners by a local air­ 
port finance committee, indicat­ 
ed the solons will now have to 
shoulder the responsibility for 
obtaining funds for the proposed [ 
aviation project. 


The committee’s letter is in 


response to a decision lost week 
by the commissioners not to ad­ 
vertise for bids on a proposed 
airport runway project in Wash­ 
ington Twp. Members of the fi­ 
nance panel have contended tho 
bidding procedure 
is 
neces­ 
sary in order to arrive at a def­ 
inite cost estimate. 


The airport finance commit­ 
tee was appointed earlier this 
year by the commissioners for 
the purposes of seeking funds to 
supplement $1 0 0 , 0 0 0 that could 
be obtained in state aid. 
Although the letter hands the 
money 
raising 
responsibility 
back to the commissioners, com­ 
mittee spokesmen said the pan­ 
el stRl recommends every ef­ 
fort be made, to complete the 
project. 


The 
commissioners 
ruled 
against s e e k i n g construction 
bids on the grounds that the fo­ 
cal portion of money needed 
should be avaialable beforehand. 
On the other hand, the finance 
committee feels firm bids are 
needed in order to raise funds. 
Members of the finance panel 
are Robert Johnson (chairman), 
Frank Bowling Jr., Robert Cole, 
John Dunlap Jr. and J. Boyd 
Stout. Their letter noted that al­ 
though they were not in agree­ 
ment with the commission’s de­ 
cision on bidding, they respect­ 
ed the lawmakers’ right to take 
such a stand. 
Here are the six points out­ 
lined in the letter; 
(1) The recent decision of the 
Commissioners

to 
allow 
prospective contractors to bid 
on the construction of a county 
airport, subject to acceptance 
by the Commissioners, prevents 
the finance committee from so­ 
liciting funds in a sound, busi­ 
ness-like manner; 
(2) Since the Commissioners 


also will not appoint an airport 
authority to implement this proj­ 
ect, as have 28 other Ohio coun­ 
ties, the responsibility for ob 
tabling the funds and b aiding an 
airport must fall upou the Com­ 
missioners; 
(3) The committee will con­ 
tinue to recommend to the Com­ 
missioners that Pickaw'ay Coun­ 
ty should avail itself of the $1 0 0 ,~ 


0 0 0 , part of which has been paid 
in taxes by its residents, for an 
airport, as have 55 of Ohio’s 
progressive 
counties

(4) Since the committee feels 
so strongly that the benefits of 
an airport would contribute to 
the economic growh and atti­ 
tude of this community, they 
recommend this be given prior­ 
ity by the Commissioners; 
(5) The committee wishes to 
emphasize to the Commission­ 
ers that many service clubs are 
now publicly on record urging 
construction of the county air­ 
port;

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Shipwrecked Pair Saved 
From Water-Logged Raft 


DARWIN, Australia (AP) — 
After three months shipwrecked 
on a tropical island and three 
days at aaa on a submerged 
water logged raft, Henri Bour- 
dent told his wife he was sorry 
but he waa going to die. 
“I asked him: ‘Please watt 
for me, we must go together,’ 
and he said he would try to live 
one more day,” Mrs. Bourdens, 
48, said today. 
By the end of that day — Sat­ 
urday — the ketch Betty Jane 
had rescued the French couple 
whose yacht was wrecked by a 
cyclone on the shores of Bath­ 
urst Island in late Decambar. 
Mrs. Bourdens said that on 
Saturday her husband's face 
looked like that of a dying man 
— “white despite his sunburn” 
— but he “was just dozing with 
his chin on the water when I 
saw that mirage — but it was 
not a mirage, it was a boat.” 
The raft’s deck was under 
three feet of water and “two 
people 
looking 
more 
like 
strange 
wild 
animala 
were 
sticking out of the water,” a 
crewman of the Betty Jane said. 
The Betty Jane waa en route 
to Darwin, 75 miles south of 
where the raft was found. 
Alerted by his wife, Bourdens 
set off a smoke bomb to catch 
the Betty Jane's attention, and 
it nearly scared the boat away. 
The crew first thought the rah 
was an artillery target but then 
decided to investigate. 
From bls hospital bed in Dar­ 
win, Bourdens called the three- 
month ordeal "a foretaste of 
heU.” 
His wife said they built the 
raft when they were certain 
they were dying of starvation. 
“We lived on sea snails for 
most of the two months after 
the food* from the yacht ran out 
— except for one small kanga 
roo shot by Henri,” Mrs. Bour 
dens said. 
“That was the most wonderful 
I meal ever. We roasted it on a

In $400,000 
Truck Theft 


Bogs Containing 
$94,577 Found 
In Wooded Arts 


QUINCY, 
Mass. 
(AP)

Police said today they are in­ 
vestigating four men in connec­ 
tion with the robbery of more 
than $400,000 in cash and checks 
from an armored truck. 
Still unaccounted for today 
was more than $300,000, about 
half of it cash. Four bags found 
Sunday in a wooded section 
yielded $94,577, including $17,000 
cash. 
Hijackers slipped into the cab 
of the truck Saturday night at a 
shopping center while its two 
guards were beside the vehicle. 
The guards ran after it, firing 
several shots, but were unable 
to halt it. 
Capt. Paul LaHive of the 
Quincy Police Department said 
the four men sought in the in­ 
vestigation are from Quincy, 
Weymouth, Hull and Rockland, 
all suburbs in Greater Boston. 
“We know names,” he said, 
but would not elaborate. 
Officials of the Skelly Detec­ 
tive Agency, owner of the truck, 
said an exact total of the 
amount taken would not be 
available until they check dupli­ 
cate deposit slips held by stores. 
Police 
dusted 
the 
empty 
truck, found Sunday in nearby 
Weymouth, for fingerprints, but 
would not say whether this pro­ 
vided any leads. 
One car that police said the 
hijackers used was found near 
the four bags of money. 
A second car believed to have 
been involved was found parked 
on a highway in Quincy. Police 
said 
it contained 
two 
tub- 
machine guns, several other 
weapons, 
ammunition and a 
nylon mask. 
David Connell of Fall River, 
son of the president of Skelly 
Detective Agency, said the hi­ 
jackers apparently had a key to 
get into the cab of the truck, 
because the doors to it auto­ 
matically lock when shut. He 
provided reports on the amount 
of money tavern 
He said the two guards “were 
standing 
beside 
the 
truck 
changing keys in order to swap 
assignments when the thieves 
slipped into the cab.” 
He said company policy calls 
for the two-man truck crew to 
takev turns driving and going 
into the stores. 
“The man whose turn it is to 
drive has the key to the front 
door,” Connell said. “And the 
other carries a key to a differ­ 
ent lock on a rear door.” 
The truck was making the last 
of 45 stops on a route which had 
beguu in the morning and taken 
it as far north as Derry, N.H., 
Connell said. 
Police said they did not plan 
to press charges against a 28- 
year-old man taken into custody 
on a charge of suspicion of 
armed robbery, but he has not 
been excluded from the inves­ 
tigation. 
In a string of armored car 
holdups $350,OOO was taken last 
year in the Boston area. The 
tuo largest were $131,000 taken 
from a Brinks Inc. truck at Bed­ 
ford, and $68,000 taken four 
days later from an Armored 
Banking Service truck by three 
masked mea armed with auto­ 
matic weapons. 
In the nation’s biggest cash 
robbery, 
bandits 
hijacked 
a 
mail truck in Plymouth, Mass. 
on Aug. 14, 1962, and escaped 
with $1,551,257. There have been 
no arrests in the case.

Within hours of liftoff Tiros I 
had sent back to earth the first

turned from space. The grand­ 
father of all weather satellite 
had proved it was feasible to 
photograph the earth and its 
cloud patterns from the lofty 
vantage point of space, and thus 
greatly expand the capability 
for reliable forecasting of to­ 
morrow’s weather. 
By July 2, 1965, IO Tiros satel­ 
lites had been launched success­ 
fully. These have been followed 
by four launches of the ad­ 
vanced Tiros operations satel­ 
lite, known as TOS until they 
get into orbit. 
Once they are in operation 
these improved Tiros spacecraft 
are known as ESSA satellites — 
for 
Environmental 
Science 
Services Administration — and 
administered by the Commerce 
Department. 
In addition, two much larger 
and more complex Nimbus re 
search and development satel­ 
lites have been launched. Nim­ 
bus 2 still is sending cloud-cover 
data on its apt — automatic pic­ 
ture transmission system. 
Yet another spacecraft send­ 
ing back cloud pictures is ATS- 
1, the Applications Technology 


Satellite parked in synchronous 
equatorial orbit over the mid- 
Pacific. 
Unlike the other spacecraft 
which circle the globe taking 
pictures, 
ATS-1 
maintains 
a 


constant watch over one part of 
the earth. 
“We are very excited at the 
potential of the ATS,“ 
said 
Johnson. “For the first time we 
have a moving picture of the 
birth, 
growth 
and 
death 
of 
clouds over a given part of the 
world.” 
^Through the ESSA system, 
local ground stations around the 
world receive 8 to IO cloud-pho- 
tographs from the satellite dai­ 
ly, during an average of two or 
three orbits. Each photograph, 


covering 
about 
four 
million 
square miles, gives the local 
meteorologist an instant view of 
the weather, over a wide area, 
as it appeared only minutes ear­ 
lier to a spacecraft hundreds of 
miles above the earth. 
Small nations and even indi­ 
vidual cities are able to receive 
the television pictures at desk- 
size, inexpensive ground sta­ 
tions, a low cost. Some 35 na­ 
tions currently make routine 
use of this new weather tool.

Those who argue that raising manda­ 
tory minimum wages by either the 
state 
or 
federal 
governments only 
serves to swell the ranks of the un­ 
employed have been given additional 
ammunition by the latest round of fed­ 
eral minimum wage raises. 
No sooner did the new wage require­ 
ments go into effect than Davis Me­ 
morial Goodwill Industries in Wash­ 
ington, D. C., announced it would lay 
off 38 of its handicapped workers. A 
Goodwill industries official said it was 
hoped the layoffs would be temporary, 
and the firm would hire back the em­ 
ployes as soon as it could afford it. 
That may be never. Local units of 
Goodwill Industries collect repairable 
other articles which are returned to 
serviceable condition by handicapped 
workers unable to find jobs in private 
industry. 
Goodwill then sells these articles 
through its own outlets, usually in poor 
neighborhoods, at low prices. T h e 
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whole operation is a marginal one, and 
the workers are paid considerably be­ 
low going rates for similar work in 
industry. But the point is. Goodwill 
thus provides work and an income for 
persons who otherwise 
would 
have 
none. 
Many Goodwill e m p l o y e s learn 
skills which they are able to use in 
higher-paying jobs elsewhere. So the 
organization not only provides jobs, but 
training program as well. 
Well, minimum wage laws are no 
respecters of organizations, not even 
those designed to help the handicapped. 
They apply to Goodwill as well as all 
others engaged in trade covered 
by 
the laws. Davis Memorial Goodwill In­ 
dustries of Washington is unable to 
sell its wares for prices high enough to 
cover its rising labor cost, and now 38 
handicapped worker are unemployed. 
The same situation confronts Goodwill 
Industry branches in other cities.
